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HOW TO SELECT 
A CONSULIANT 


The process of selecting a consultant is not 





exactly like tendering a construction project. 


The lowest bid may not be the best solution. 
The choice of the best qualified 

consultant will give the greatest 
satisfaction and over-all economies. 


The project sponsor must evaluate the 
consultants' prices, services and personnel. 
There are two approaches to selection -- 
direct selection and comparative selection. 


direct selection 


Selecting consultants directly is the 
simplest method. Little expense is involved 
in the process. A consultant is selected on 
the basis of reputation, personal 
acquaintance or referral by former clients. 
In any case, the client should review the 
consultant's experience and qualifications, 
find out more about the person's attitudes 
and personality, as well as visit recently- 
completed projects and interview the 
consultant's former clients. 


comparative selection 


The advantage of comparative selection is 
that the best firm for the job is selected 
from a larger number of firms. The 
disadvantage is that additional time and 
effort are required to review the various 
candidates and select one from many. 


Comparative selection may involve a 
tendering process, such as for planning 
studies. Or, as certain consultants are not 
allowed to tender (for example registered 
architects in Ontario), comparative 
selection may also be used without 
tendering.

Sélection directe

Quoi qu'il en soit, le client devrait étudier 
l'expérience et les compétences de !'expert- 
conseil, bien se renseigner sur son attitude 
et sa personnalité, visiter des installations 
qu'il a récemment terminées et interroger 
d'anciens clients de l'expert-conseil. 


Sélection comparative 


La sélection comparative offre l'avantage 
de choisir parmi un plus grand nombre de 
compagnies. Cette méthode présente 
linconvénient d'exiger plus de temps et 
d'efforts car il faut étudier les diverses 
soumissions et choisir un expert-conseil 
parmi les nombreux candidats. 


La sélection comparative peut impliquer un 
processus d'appel d'offres, comme pour des 
études de planification. Cependant, comme 
certains experts-conseils n'ont pas le droit 
de présenter des soumissions (comme, par 
exemple, les architects autorisés en 
Ontario), on peut procéder a une sélection 
comparative sans lancer d'appel d'offres. 





comparative selection without tendering 


This method is likely to be used for a 
building project when selecting an architect 
as fees are set by their professional 
association. 


1. Compile a list of consultants. 


2. Narrow this list down to 5 to 7 firms and 
send these firms a questionnaire 
outlining the client's intent and the 
information required from the firms. 


3. An open proposal! meeting is held to 
discuss the proposed building. 


4. After reviewing the questionnaires, the 
client should priorize the list of 
consultants and invite not more than 4 to 
an interview. 


5. If the client feels that a decision cannot 
be made just from the interviews, the 
client can ask the consultants to submit 
a proposal. The purpose of this request 
is to enable the client to assess and 
compare the services offered by 
different firms. 


Proposals require a great deal of time 
and effort to produce. The client should 
not make such demands on a consultant 
unless seriously considering the use of 
the consultant's service. 


6. The first-choice firm should be notified. 
The other firms should be notified in 
writing and thanked.

1. Study sponsor invites 5 to 7 consulting 
firms to submit bid proposals based on 
the Terms of Reference: 


Background information on the firm 
and references. 
Personnel to be assigned to project. 
Approach and methods to be used in 
carrying out the study. 

- Schedule and fee proposal. 
Any additional information required. 


2. Sponsor reviews the propoals and 
narrows the choice down to 3 firms for 
interviews. 


3. The purpose of the interviews is to 
discuss the consulting firms' proposals 
and their abilities to meet the Terms of 
Reference. Negotiation over certain 
issues may be carried out. 


4, Select a consultant and notify 
unsuccessful firms. 


comparative selection using open tenders 
with prequalification (suggested for studies 
over $15,000) 


For large scale studies there will be great 
interest by the private sector in obtaining 
the contract. Since an open tender will 
generate a large number of potential 
bidders, pre-qualification narrows the field 
using only questions about the firms. This 
information would be used by the study 
sponsor to draw up a short list of 5 to 7 
firms which would be then invited to submit 
detailed proposals based on the Terms of 
Reference of the study.

Inform all unsuccessful 
candidates of the decision. 


3. Review all detailed proposals and narrow 
the choice down to 3 firms to interview. 


4. Select a consultant and notify 
unsuccessful candidates. 


design competition 


This method is not commonly used except in 
the selection of architects. A competition 
is time consuming, but it promotes 
innovative thinking. It has been found most 
often to be appropriate for large civic 
projects. The award to the winner is usually 
the commission for the project. The 
booklet, Rules for Architectural 
Competition in Ontario, produced by the 
Ontario Association of Architects should be 
reviewed for more details.

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Professional Reputation -- the 
consultant's standing within the 
profession can be evaluated through 
conversation with references. The 
professional awards won by the 
consultant and publications produced 
also demonstrate succcess in the field. 
Professional registration should be in 
good standing. 


Experience -- the consultant's 
experience in similar types of projects of 
parallel scale and complexity is an 
obvious subject for evaluation. 

However, consulants lacking experience 
should not be immediately eliminated 
from consideration. Their competence 
and ability exercised in other projects 
might well qualify them for this project. 


Staff and Facilities -- the size of the 
firm is less important than the 
efficiency of its operation. The 
education, training and experience of the 
staff and their proposed consultants are 
of major concern. Some clients prefer 
to use local firms rather than those from 
outside the locality. This geographical 
concern should not overdominate the 
selection process.

- Degree of responsibility accepted by 
the consultant for the technical 
aspects of the project. 


- Amount of original thinking applied 
to the project. 

- Management and organization ability 
on the project. 

- Degree of openness to client input 
and criticism, sensitivity to client's 
concern. 

- Amount of time and attention the 
principals of the firm applied to 
project and their availability to the 
client. 

- Maintenance problems of facilities. 
Whether they are the consultant's or 
the former client's error in judgment. 
Progress towards implementation of 
planning study recommendations. 


Methods of Operation -- it is important 
that the consultant has a good working 
relationship with the client. They should 
agree on the approach to the 
management and operation of the 
project. oy 


Interest in the Project -- the consultant 

should have a genuine interest in the 

project rather than just in the monetary 

reward. An exciting and productive 

working relationship will result from the 

true concern for the project and the 6. 
client's needs. 


Fees - the professional fees may vary. 
They should be compared to other offers 
with reference to scope of proposed 
services.
